Le Jour, this time in the form 
of a weekly newsmazine, re- 
appeared on Quebec news- 
stands last Friday. The once- 
daily Montreal newspaper, after 


a short life of two-and-a-half . 


years, shut down operations on 
24 August 1976 as a result of 
internal labour conflicts “and 
financial difficulties. 

Frangols Dagenals, Director 
of Le Jour hebdomadaire nat- 
ional, stated the priorities and 
objectives of the newsmagazine 
in his editorial column’ of the 
first Issue. Dagenais claimed 


that the publication was de- 


voted to the defence of Inde- 
pendentist ideas and social 
democracy, and that Le Jour 
itself desired independence 
from all political parties. The 
newsmagazine alms at explor-

The caucus also agreed: to 
accept Anglophone universities 
for membership provided they 
felt they had common inter- 
ests. 
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that many had been awaiting an 
organ of independentist Infor- 
mation, qualifying indepen- 
dence to signify Quebec's pow- 
ers of a soverelgn state. Dagen- 
als rejected the Trudeau view- 
point of a-new constitution, 
Claiming that this does not 
correspond with the aspirations 
of the Quebec people who really 


Wish to obtain soverelgn power. 


Speaking for the staff of Le 
Jour, Dagenals added that soc- 
lal democracy means that polit- 
Ical, economic, soclal and cul- 
tural power would belong to the 
people and that all political 
decisions should involve the 
participation of the people. He 
insisted, however,. that the le- 
gitimate aspirations of the peo- 
ple have yet to be found.

O’Connor cautioned howe- 
ver, that caucuses should take 
problems to the larger student
